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FOOTNOTES ON A WEEK’S HEADLINERS

A HOHENZOLLERN NAZI. 
ERMANY appears to have had 
some success with a favored 
policy of America’s pioneer 
West, In days when pistols 
belonged to the haberdashery of ev- 
ery well-dressed man, certain ob- 
streperous characters were quelled by 
giving them the silver star of a 
sheriff. Most office holders are strong 
for law and order and lethargic about 
proposals for 
change of govern- 
ment. That is the 
position of Au- 
gust William von 
Hohenzollern, Na- 
tional Socialist 
member of the 
Reichstag and 
fourth son of the 
woodcho pper of 
Doorn. ‘‘The pres- 
ent situation does 
not admit of a 
change in the ex- 
isting form of the State,’’ he told a 
Nazi meeting in Berlin a few days 
ago. 

Prince August William’s phrase- 
ology indicates how thoroughly he 
has adopted the practice of politics. 
No American candidate skilled in 
-wooing two sides could have been 
more expert in leaving both doors 
open upon a decisive issue. He does 
not close the door upon monarchy 
merely for ‘‘the present’’—but he did 
admit that the woodchopper ‘‘occa- 
sionally had hearkened to bad advis- 
ers’’ and that ‘‘men of his social 
status are restarting class war.”’ 

More than twenty-five years ago 
the thought of Prince August Wil- 
liam was bringing a few furrows to 
the lofty brow of Charles W. Eliot. 
Those were the days when Kaiser 
Wilhelm was writing notes of ad- 
miration to President Theodore 
Roosevelt and when he signified his 
intention of sending his fourth son 
to study at Harvard. The gesture 
did not materialize, but if the alumni 
rolls do not sag under the weight of 
a Hohenzollern name, there are a 
few mementos in Harvard's Ger- 
manic Museum. If the All Highest 
did not send his fourth son, he did 
send some statuary. 

August William continued his stud- 
ies in Germany. He _ wished to 
marry one of his distant cousins, but 
the Emperor did not approve the 
match until his son had compieted 
his study of philosophy. The mar- 
riage was solemnized in 1913, there 
was a divorce in 1920, and August 
William’s former wife, remarried to 
a former German naval officer, came 
to this country four years ago to ex- 
hibit her paintings and announce her 
intention of becoming an American 
citizen, After the war Prince August 
William entered a Berlin automobile 
agency, then spent considerable time 
traveling about Germany reviewing 
parades of the war veteran Steel 
Helmets. A few months ago he joined 
the National Socialists, marched in 
the ranks, had his head nearly 
cracked open by Koenigsberg police 
in a Nazi demonstration and now 
hails Hitler as ‘‘Goq’s gift to Ger- 
many.”’

Brady, financier, public utility direc- 
tor and possessor of the highest 
papal honors of any American Catho- 
lic layman, left a $50,000,000 estate 
outright to Mrs pag 
Brady, confident 
that she would 
continue support 
of charities, none 
of which he men 
tioned in his will. 

Mrs. Brady is a 
sister of Francis 
P. Garvan, head 
of the Chemica! 
Foundation and, 
during the war, 
Alien Property 
Custodian. Mr. 
Garvan was a Yale classmate of Mr 
Brady’s. In religion a Catholic, in 
charity Mrs. Brady has been catholic 
both in upper and lower case letters. 
New York hospitals and poorhouses 
have known her and her works, for 
she has given of both her wealth and 
her time. Among girls and young 
women she has been a lady bountifu! 
and guide and friend. Probably no 
woman in America has received more 
letters from young women and an- 
swered them than has Mrs. Brady. 
She was the founder of the Carroll 
Club for Catholic girls in New York, 
the largest organization of its kind 
in the world, and her name is in- 
separable from its activities. In rec- 
ognition of her work among young 
girls King Albert bestowed upon Mrs 
Brady the Belgian Order of the 
Knight of the Crown. The Pope 
created her a papal Duchess 





Mrs. Brady. 


Mrs. Brady has homes in New 
York, Long Island and upon the 
Janiculum Hill in Rome. More than 
once she has been distressed by pub- 
lished rumors that she was about to 
renounce the world and enter a con- 
vent, even found an order endowed 
with her wealth. But both rumors 
and their denials have been tributes 

the rumor a tribute to her devo- 
tion, the denials a sign of the con 
tinued solicitude for those of all 


creeds who are afflicted in mind, 
body or estate. Since 1928, in suc- 
cession to Mrs. Hoover, Mrs. Brady 
has been chairman of the board of 
the Girl Scouts of America.

them than a dead haddock; and yet 
last week the President wrote to 
the Tariff Commission a _ virtual 
declaration of war upon such of 
those articles as have come from 
foreign countries, charged them with 
prolonging unemployment and ask- 
ing the commission to “investigate’’ 
them. 

Charged with maintaining the 
“flexibility’’ of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff, the Tariff Commission has 
the power to raise or lower duties 
upon imports. It has no poets upon 
its board, but its 
presiding officer 
is an editor. Once 
he wrote power- 
ful pieces for his 
paper; now his 
editing is  con- 
fined to changing 
figures in tariff 
schedules. 

He is Robert 
Lincoln O’Brien, 
once editor of The 
Boston Herald, 
and upon the 
findings of his commission depends 
the fate of countless dried beans, 
toothbrushes, grass rugs and pocket 
knives. Mr. O’Brien is no tariff-for- 
revenue partisan. For years he has 
been writing and speaking in behali 
of protection. Forty years ago his 
views were different. He was just 
out of Harvard, and a reporter for 
The Boston Transcript, when a

friend recommended him to Grover 
Cleveland, who was seeking a good 
stenographer to accompany him on 
his campaign for re-election. 

Like many a Cleveland Democrat, 
Mr. O’Brien became a Republican in 
the 1896 Bryan campaign. He re- 
turned to The Transcript, became its 
Washington correspondent and then 
its editor. Twenty years ago Mr. 
O’Brien resigned from The Tran- 
script to become editor and ovub- 
lisher of The Boston Herald, a post 
which he held for eighteen years be- 
fore receiving his appointment to 
the Tariff Commission.

A FIRST VOTER. 


N Tuesday of next week Jascha 
O Heifetz will cast his first vote. 
Like many another voter, he 
has allowed considerable time to 
pass before he got around to 
registering and dropping in a bal- 
lot, for he became a naturalized 
citizen seven 
years ago; but 
there is a bette: 
reason for. the 
violinist’s previ- 
ous failure’ to 
vote than for 
other members of 
the body politic 
with registration 
and polling booths 
under their noses. 
During the last 
Mr. Heifets. ‘ive years Mr. 
Heifetz has been 
in places where, if he had been able 
to vote by mail, it would have been 
necessary to send his ballot in before 
the candidates had been chosen 
Not that he was one of Admiral 
Byrd’s isolated crew, but he has 
traveled greater distances and even 
has given concerts in places which 
should qualify him for membership 
with the explorers. Four times since 
coming to America after the war he 
has made world tours of eighteen 
or twenty months in length. 

Heifetz has played his violin to 
South Sea Islanders. He has 
played in Mexican bull rings. Hindus 
and Parsees comprised his audiences 
in India. He has played Tchai- 
kovsky to Balinese, Javanese, 
Chinese, Koreans and Japanese, and 
on the slope of Mount Tiberias he 
has played to a circle of Arabs. 
Japanese, he found, were the most 
appreciative audiences in the Far 
East, and upon one tour among them 
he gave more than thirty concerts. 
“They are lovers of good music and 
anxious to learn,”’ he said. ‘‘When 
I played in Hakata, a small town in 
Southern Japan, I was surprised 
when they asked me to play Bach 
and Saint-Saéns.’’ 

Heifetz’s amusements and recrea- 
tions are as varied as his travels. 
He rides and swims. He isa movie 
fan Florence Vidor of the films is 
his wife. He collects autograph let 
ters and several dealers in first 
editions and rare bindings have him 
in mind when they attend book auc- 
tions. ‘‘But I don’t believe in paying 
extravagant prices,’’ he says. Push- 
kin and Byron are his favorite poets. 
They are represented, and there is 
also a Fourth Folio Shakespeare and 
a Kelmscott Chaucer. Rare books 
are matched by rare violins—a Stradi- 
varius, of course, also a Tononi and 
a Guarnerius that is one of the two 
most famous in the world. 

With these collections go a few 
superstitions—a Ceylonese ruby ring; 
for instance, which brings him luck, 
he says. He is 31, with a career of 
almost that many years, for he began 
playing a violin when he was 3. 
Heifetz’s childhood, he says, did not 
begin until he was 20.
